Warning Issued 
by U.S. to 
Latin Nations

ed States has raised a warning 
flag for any more Latin-Ameri- 
can military leaders contemplat- 
ing a grab for power.

"We view the recent military 


coups in the Dominican Republic 
and Honduras with the utmost 
gravity," Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk said in a statement announc- 
ing the action.

Department suspended diplomatic 
relations and! deliveries of. mili- 
tary and economic aid to Hondur- 
a s .

The rapid series of actions came 


within a day after the Honduran 
army overthrew the government 
of President Ramon Villcda Mor- 
ales and forced him into exile in 
Costra Rica.

dency of the Dominican Republic 
late last month.

done by teachers and authorized 
in the budget accepted by the 
school board.

"Tho 
board approved transportation for 
my assistant, but not for iv.e. This 
whole thing resulted from a squab- 
ble between me and members on, 
the board."

Ex-Presidents 
Manage to Keep 
Life Very Busy 


By J. W. DAVIS 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Ex-Presi- 


dent Herbert Hoover, is supposed 
to have told ex-President Harry 
S-. Truman one time: 


"The only thing for an old Pres- 


ident to do is to lake pills and 
dedicate libraries." 


Hoover was joking, of course; 


both he and Truman — and also 
Dwight D. Eisenhower — the 
other living ex-President — have 
managed to keep busy at useful 
occupations. 


But they could have a bigger 


voice than they do in the nation's 
affairs. The Senate this week took 
a step toward giving them just 
that. 


The Senate passed a resolution 


giving all ex-Presidents the priv- 
ilege of addressing it whenever 
they wished. All they would have 
to do would be to give advance j 
notice. 


Similar legislation has been pro- 


posed in Congress .'nany times, 
but the idea always has foundered 
on the rocks of indifference. 


William Howard Taft put an ef- 


fective quietus on a comparable 
proposal in 1912 when he said he 
could see no point in ex-Presi- 
dents 
being 
made 
non-voting 


members of the Senate. Chloro- 
form, Taft said, could provide a 
more merciful oblivion. 


But circumstances and view-- 


points change and this time, 
thanks to the persistence of Sen. 
Claiborne Pell, 
D-R.L, 
it got 


through, although it didn't ao as 
far as Pell had sought. Pell ori- 
ginally wanted to give all ex- 
Presidents the status of senators-; 
at-large. 


There is no expense involved in 


the proposal the Senate approved. 
Former Presidents already are 
entitled to pensions of $25,000 a 
year plus up to $50,000 a year for 
staff expenses. 


Truman and President Kennedy 


already have the right to the Sen- 
ate floor, being former members 
of the body. 


But, 
Pell said, if Hoover and 


Eisenhower1 were to come in too, 
"the luster of our bortyi would be 
even further enhanced." 


Pell gave this argument to the 


Senate: 


"We could benefit by the unique 


wisdom of our retired chief exe- 
cutives. 


"This, I believe, is a much-need- 


ed step today, when the legisla- 
:ive 
and executive branches of 


our government too often think of 
:hemselves as antagonists rather 
than as allies. 


"I know how much I would ap- 


preciate the advice and reactions 
of former Presidents when 
it 


comes to some of these rather dif- 
ficult problems on which we have 
to vote, particularly those prob- 
lems where our own Senate com- 
mittee 
recommendations 
run 


counter to those of our chief exe- 
cutive."

OAK RIDGE, Tenn. (AP)—In a 


clay of space flights and atom- 
smashing. William Grosvenor Pol- 
lard is, as he puts it, a "freak," 
because he is both a scientist and 
a priest. 


In science, he :.is Dr. Pollard, 


an 
outstanding 
ohysicist 
who 


heads the Oak Rid§e Institute of 
Nuclear Studies, a sort of atomic 
university, which began as his 
brainchild in 1946. 


In religion, he is the Rev. Mr. 


Pollard, a one-lime agnostic now 
priest associate of the St. Steph- 
en's Episcopal Church at Oak 
Ridge, and priest-in-charge of a 
parochial mission at nearby Clin- 
ton. 


Perhaps the best way to ex- 


plain how he came to assume this 
dual role is to say it was grace, 
Pollard can't pinpoint a cause. 


But how Pollard came to beleivc 


as he does is secondary to what 
lie believes: That despite—and, 
paradoxically, because of—great 
scientific advances, this is a dark 
age, 
comparable to the centuries 


before the Renaissance. 


"The passion of science, the at- 


tempt to understand1 everything 
about this world, has become so 
dominating people .ire no longer 
able to conceive the supernatural" 
lie says. "The whole idea of a 
world which goes beyond time, 
space and matter has vanished." 


Supernatural 
at 
first doesn't 


seem to fit in the vocabulary of 
a man who worked on the Man- 
hattan Project,, leading to th« 
atomic bomb, who has researched 
Beta radioactivity,, gaseous diffu- 
sion and neutron diffraction. 


But, 
Pollard says, a scientist 


peeping into the sub-atomic in 
search of the world's origin must 
be led to a moment when it all 
began, "toward the supernatural 
ground upon which the existence 
of all finite created things must 
rest." 


Pollard was ordained an Episco- 


pal priest in 1954 after he began 
attending church mainly to please 
his wife and set an example for 
their three sons. 


In his office, executive director 


Pollard, a soft-speaking, balding 
51, wears clerical cellar and occa- 
sionally smokes a cigar with a 
visitor. 


"There is a universal incapaci- 


ty of people..today to respond to 
the unique event, as the resurrec- 
tion and the ascension of,Christ." 
lie says. "I find instead ah exclu- 
sive concern with the natural and 
man-made. 


"This is one flaw of science: It 


explains only the regular and the 
repeatable. Therefore. • miracles 
have no place in modern, think- 
ing."

Wonderous Sight, 
Colors of Space 
Told by Cooper

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — 'The 


wonderous sights ond colors of 
space were described vividly to- 
day by astronaut Leroy Gordon 
Cooper Jr. in the final report on 
his 22-orbit mission. 


The report, presented] at a con- 


ference summarizing the results 
of the Mercury man-in-space proj- 
ect, contained no new disclosures: 
on Cooper's flight of last May 15- 
16. 


But his personal observations of 


the space environment were a 
brilliantly etched record of phe- 
nomena witnessed by only six 
Americans and six Russians. 


"I never tired of looking at the 


sunsets," remarked the 36-year- 
old Air Force major, who saw 22 
of them during America's longest 
manned space flight. 


"As the sun begins to get down 


towards the horizon, it is very1 


well defined.. .it is a very bright 
white; almost the bluish white, 
color of an arc lamp. As it be- 
gins to impinge on the horizon, it 
undergoes a spreading, or flatter- 
ing effect. 


"The sky begins to get quite 


dark ., . . this light spreading out 
from the sun is a bright orange 
color which moves out under a 
narrow band of bright blue that is 
always visible throughout the day- 
light period. 


"As the sun sets farther, it-is 


replaced by a bright gold-orange 
band which extends cut for some 
distance on either side, defining 
the horizon even more, clearly.

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San Antonio 
Has Become 
Integrated 


By CHARLES GREEN 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP)— A 


ttegro airman and his girl dance1 
to soft music in a night club. All 
others on the floor ore white. 


This happened' last week in San 


Antonio—a Southern dty by geog- 
raphy,, .a. military dty: by history 
and an integrated city by choice, 
It happens every day, 


And because these things hap- 


pen in San Antonio, the city ex- 
pects to feel no effects from a 
controversial directive from its 
biggest spender, the Defense De- 
partment. 


The directive orders base com- 


manders to require, that all men 
in uniform, regardless of race, 
get equal treatment off the base. 


Some congressmen attacked the 


directive as a weapon to force in- 
tegration of cities near military 
bases. 


Yet the directive is hardly dis- 


cussed here—one of the largest 
military-oriented cities in the na- 
tion. 


"Don't quote me, but we don't 


expect any problems at all," the 
commander of one of San Anton- 
io's five military) bases said. "I 
haven't heard of -a ningle instance 
of a man in uniform being dis- 
criminated against in San An- 
tonio." 


Businessmen say they have lost 


no white patrons because they 
serve Negroes. 


San Antonio, .a city-of almost 


700,000, was founded by the Span- 
ish as a military and religious 
outpost. Its oldest buildings are 
church-forts. 


Now there are about 57,000 serv- 


icemen stationed here. 


The city's economy is estimated 


at $1.2 billion a year. About one- 
third of this,, $328 million, comes 
from defense payrolls. The man- 
ufacturing payroll is about $100 
million annually!. 


A Negro serviceman can spend 


his pay just about any place he 
wants in San Antonio and ride at 
the front of the bus getting there. 


He can rent or buy a home in 


several predominantly white sec- 
tions although' some neighbor- 
hoods—especially those in suburb- 
an towns—Still resist Negroes. 


His. children attend integrated 


public or private schools. He wor- 
ships in integrated, churches. Hfis 
wife can try on dresses in the best 
shops and lunch in the best res- 
taurants. 


Yet there is a reluctance on the 


Negroes part, 'and on his com- 
mander's part, to discuss the De- 
fense Department directive for 
publication. Even young Negro re- 
cruits stopped at random on a 
street corner asked that, their 
names not be used!.

San Antonio, in 1955, became 
ne of the first cities in the South 
i integrate its public schools.
